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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the amendment filed November 1, 

2004. 

Election/Restrictions 

Newly submitted claims 39-46 directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

121: 

I. Claims 6-14, 18-32, 36 and 37, drawn to device, classified in class 
257, subclass 700. 

II. Claims 38-46, drawn method, classified in class 438, subclass 15. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. 
The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that 
the process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different 
product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially 
different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant cast the process as claimed 
can be used to make other and materially different. Because claim 38 includes 
the transitional claim language "comprising" is inclusive of additional process 
steps other than the particular recited steps, the scope of the process claims 
encompasses a step of having one force of a activation mechanism greater than 
the other. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper 

Likewise, since applicant has received an action on the merits for the 
originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively elected by 
original presentation for prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 38-46 are 
withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 
37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 6-14 and 20-31 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art does not disclose or make obvious a socket having a fist and a distinct 
second activation mechanism where the first mechanism causes a bar 
incorporated on the IC to engage a carrier that is at a center of the socket with 
the second mechanism causing pins also incorporated on the IC package to 
engage with receptacles located on a outer periphery of the socket wherein the 
force of the first and second mechanisms are substantially the same including all 
the limitations of the independent claims. 

While the prior art shows the use of pins and bars incorporated on an IC 
package as illustrated Ayers (U.S. 5,980,267), the prior art shows two sockets in 
contrast to the claimed single socket and fails to disclose or make obvious the 
forces of its holding members being substantially the same.
